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method of treating an antibiotic induced diarrheal disease by administering IL-11. None of the 
references cited by the Examiner disclose such a method. Withdrawal of the rejection is requested.

1. A method of treating an antibiotic induced diarrheal disease, comprising 
administering a pharmaceutically effective amount of IL-1 1 .
